AN FRANCISCO - Five- 
year-old Gregory Lee has 
opened his eyes，but tests Show 
very little brain activity， 
his mother Said this week. Lee 
choked on his lunch Dec.， 23 
aiid lapsed into a coma after a 
failure in the 911 emergency 
phone System prevented  a 
dispatcher from sending help to 
the right address. 

Lee does not blink or move 
his eyes，He spent the morning 
in an operating room Jan. 14 
while doctors removed  a 
feeding tube from his nose and 
blaced it in his stomach， 
according to the boy”s mother， 


"We can look at him and 
play with him without seeing 
natatnDCA sca sagRabuf 
without 3 miracle," he 
probably will not recover 
higher brain functions. His 


lower body movement is mostly 
reflexive，Sshe added. 

The tragedy has Sparked 
concern about whether the 911 
System?ss blilingual and other 
Services are effective. 

Lee choked while visiting his 
grandmother"s Richmond Dis- 
trict home，The grandmother， 
who Speaks Cantonese，called 
911，but "there was a language 
difficulty -- the dispatcher had 
problems understanding what 
SOrt of assistance She needed," 
said Sergeant Manuel Barretta， 
the police department's public 
affairs officer. 

Mayor Dianne Feinstein 
listened to a tape of the call， 
which lasted less than 24 
Seconds. In a Jan. 7 letter to 
the Board of Supervisors，she 
wrote: "On most Of the tape， 
the caller's voice is incompre- 
hensible，with the caller sound- 
ing very distressed. Failing to 
understand， the officer asks 
twice “what's the problem?2， bnut 
the only intelligible response is 
“have trouble，you come，-- then 
Seconds later， “277 Twenty-one

911 -and collapse (without 
saying _ anything) and they?d 
pIObably Send aa police -car," 
Barretta Said. 

For an Unknown 
previous caller?s address 
appeared on the Screen instead 
of Lee's address，So a police car 
went to the wrong home. 

The dispatcher didn'"t write 
down the address when the 
woman gave it because he was 
too busy trying to figure out 
what kind of help she needed， 
Barretta added. 

Lee'"s grandmother， frantic 
after her inability to communi- 
cate the problem to 911，had a 
nelghbor drive the child to a 
hospital，where his chances for 
IceCovery are reportedly Slim. 

Ironically，the same woman 
had called 911 the day before， 
when her husband suffered a 
Stroke. "The ambulance came 
promptly,” Feinstein Said，and 
the man is recovering at home. 
Most 911 calls are handled 
without problems，she added. 

But Supervisor Willie Ken- 
nedy?"s offlice receives two or 
three letters complaining about 
the emergency Service every 
week， according to Rich 
Nichols， Kennedy's leglslative 
aide. 

People who call 911 are "put 
on hold，or they're treated 
rudely by the person who 
anSwers the call，or it takes an 
inordinate amount of time 
before the ambulance comes --if 
it comes at all”Nichols said.

Two SF Police 0fficers Charged with 
Harassment after Littering Incident 


SAN ERANCISCO - Two SF 
police officers were charged 
with "discrediting the police 


department" and other offenses 
because they allegedly harassed 
a_ Chinese man. 

TIhe officers cited Panul 
Kong，a Daly City resident，for 
dropping a gum wrapper in a 
Chinatown gutter and 
threatened to take his children 
away. 

The charges against James 
Lassus and Walter Pinosky， 
leveled at a Dec. 9 Police 
Commission meeting，include 
"faliling to treat members of the 
public with courtesy and 
respect; failing to eschew harsh， 
profane or uncivil language: 
and engaging in conduct which 
brings discredit on the depart- 
ment,” according to Eumi Shi- 
bata of the Police_ Commission 
office， 


Kong filed aa complaint 
against Lassus and Pinosky 
April 26，1986. He claims the 
officers threatened to afrrest 


him for littering in front of 
the ASian Mall Supermarket on 
Stockton Street and remove his 
children from his custody. They 
Shouted obscenities and Tacial 
slurs at Asian onlookers， 
according to Investigator Alan 
Houston Of the Police 
Department's Office of Citizen 
Complaints. 


Lassus and Pinosky were 


"abusive and unprofessional," 
and referred to the litter as 
"Chinese trash,” Said Houston， 
who conducted an eight-month 
investigation of the incident. 

A Caucasian ex-policcman 
from Southern _ California wit- 
nessed the lnclident during a 
visit to Chinatown and notified 
the OCC，Houston added. 

The OCC report，issued Dec. 
16，Salid investigators found 
Sufficient evidence to Sustain 
allegations of racial slurs， 
discourtesy， an Unwarranted 
citation and conduct reflecting 
discredit，Ssaid Houston. 

The incident "is not Unustual 
-- we have a lot of discourtesy 


complaints,” said _ another OCC 
investigator， Joan Kubota-. 
Racial slurs are a common 


charge，She added. 

Lt，William Frazier，Secretary 
of the Police Commission， 
agreed that discourtesy 
plaints are common，bnt said 
racial Slurs are not.

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Time ls Running Out to Preserve

EOLSOM -- "Time is running 
out,” cried June Chan， a 
reslident of this city in 
Sacramento County. 

Bulldozing has already begun 
on a $10 million hotel and 
Shoppling center between the 
Chinese cemetery and a power 
blant，and Chan is disturbed by 
indifference to her desire to 
preSserve an area of historic 
Significance to Chinese. 

Thousands of Chinese had 
settled here during the Gold 
Rush，and Chan Says the 
Natoma Hotel and Shopping 
Center project will erase all 
archeologlcal evidence of her 
ancestors” community. 

However，her effort to gain 
historical landmark status for 
the area has failed to gain 
Support from the _ City Council 
and the local historical society， 

Ihe Chinese cemetery，Wwhere 
both h er father and 
grandfather are buried， has 
been vandalized a number of 
times，Chan said， She shudders 
at _ the  _ thought that the 
deceased may never rest in 


pbeac2. 

"Reports of local 
uncovering Chinese porcelain 
Shards，medicine bottles， pipes 
and colins from the area is a 
common occurrence,”Ssaid Chan， 
who with her brother，Howard， 
and his family are the last 
remaining members of the old 
Chinatown， which will be 
destroyed to make way for the 
development. 

The news of 
beling stricken with _ terminal 
cancer has made it more 
presSsing for the family to try 
to preserve the area. 

No archeologlsts were 
consulted and no Environmental 
Protection Agency Teport wasS 
filed before the groundbreaKi 志 
for the project last month. 

Robert Leach，developer of 
Capltal Commercial Inc.，Ssaid 
he feels the Site is of minimal 
historic interest and that a 
modern Chinatown will be 
included in the project.

Volunteerism Growing Among Asians; 
Uften Leads to Unexpected Rewards 


Volunteerism is booming 
among Asian Americans in the 
Bay Area， At least 10 percent 
of the 2,000 annual participants 
in the SF School Volunteers of 
the public school System are 
AsSian. IThe SF Volunteer Cen- 
ter， which recruits and places 
3,500 volunteers a year，noted 
that 13 percent are now ASsian 
-- Up from 8 percent a year 
3ag50. 

Fran Guevarra， program 
director of the Volunteer Cen- 
ter 0f 9an Mateo County，Ssaid 
when She started at the center 
in 1969，"there were very few 
non-whites. Now，volunteers of 
AsSsian and Filipino descent 
make Up 6 percent of our 
VolunteerSs." 

Like most ethnic groups，said 
Guevarra， "Asians are very 
church-oriented，and tend to 
volunteer for their own organi- 
zations first.， But as they 
become more acculturated in 
American 1life，they see volun- 
teerism 3aS a means to help the 
community as 3a whole，not just 
thelir Own group." 

Some are motivated not only 
by altruism，but by the oppor- 
tunity to _ learn business skills， 
Such as computer operations， 
that may lead to paying jobs. 

Asian-oriented health organi- 
Zations， Senior centers， and 
immigrant agencies are benefit- 
ing from Asians who find they 
can donate their time and Skills 
though they are not fluent in 
English.

Serves New Generation of China Specialists 


By MAX MILLARD 


BERKELEY - Eor more than 
a Century，UC 了 Berkeley has 
been home to one of the most 
important East Asian study 
programs in the US Today the 
campus offers about 1S$0 _ courses 
in East Asian languages，his- 
tory，political science and other 
disciplines. 

In 1978，to unify the know1l- 
edge from more than a dozen 
departments， the university 
created the Institute of East 
Asian Studies. Housed in a 
Six-Story building at the corner 
of Fulton and Bancroft streets， 
the institute offers no degrees 
but collects research materials， 
holds international conferences， 
and hosts 3$0 visiting scholars a 
year for advanced study. 

Ten to 15 times a year，the 
institute publishes a monograph 
of 100-300 pages，usually on a 
highly specialized topic. These 
Imonographs are used as class- 
room reference material in top 


universities across the country. 


NEW GENERATION 


TIhe Center for Chinese 
studies，part of the institute， 
was Started in 195$7-$8 thanks 


to a grant from the Ford Foun- 
dation，which "put money on 
the theory that there was need 
for a new generation of edu- 
cated China specialists,"” said 
Joyce 天 allgren，director of the 
Center. 

Kallgren，an ebullient，self- 
asSured professor of Chinese 
politics and American foreign 
policy who works full-time at 


UC Davis，has held the non- 
paying directorship of the 
center Since 1983. 

She entered the field of 
Chinese studies in the late 
1930Ss，and，1ike most of her 
Caucasian colleagues， has 


become bilingual and biliterate 
in Mandarin. She has visited 
China every year Since 1974. 

Ihroughout the academic 
year，on the average of once a 
week， 下 allgren arranges Speak- 
ers for the center's colloquiums， 
which are free and open to the 
public. 

The colloquiums are usually 


held at 4:13 pm in the lnsti- 
tute's 6Oth floor conference 
room，or at noon in nearby 
Dwinelle Hall. The toplcs 
coverT the entire Spectrum of 
Chinese studies， including 
politics， history， economics， 


linguistics，science and the arts. 
In a recent interview， 天 all- 


站 
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gren described the workings of 
the center and the current state 
of Chinese studies in the US. 

“Were not 3a place for begin- 
ners， If youre a beginner，you 
Should take a regular university 
course,” She explained in her 
rapid，eloquent manner.，  "A 1ot 
of foreign scholars want to 
come and Study at our center: 
tell them， "Maybe we can find 
Some limited space.” But we 
don't teach courses."

Matisoff and 
Kallgren Sat behind a desk at 
the front. 天 allgren，displaying 
much camraderie toward her 
younger colleague， injected 
occaslional comments and 1laugh- 
ter during his presentation.

Desplte the informality，the 
talk was highly technical. 
Matisoff displayed photos -and 
monographs to illustrate his 
points，Many people took notes 
as Matisoff discussed the latest 
developments ln the cataloging 
of China's hundreds of minor- 
ity languages and dialects.
